Remember,  you  were  not  expected  to  prepare  a formal 
speech  on  the  poem;  you  were  simply  asked  to  talk  about  the  poem  as  though  you  were 
discussing  it  with  a classmate. 

Then  label  the  recording  with  your  name  and 
course  number,  and  submit  it  for  marking.

• The  student  has  pronounced  words  correctly,  enunciated  clearly,  and  paused 
appropriately  in  the  reading  of  the  poem. 

• The  student  has  thoughtfully  discussed  the  poem,  responding  either  personally  or 
critically. 

• The  student  has  articulated  his  or  her  ideas  clearly  and  effectively. 


Section  4 Assignment:  Preparing  for  the  Final  Test 

Read  all  parts  of  your  assignment  carefully  and  record  your  answers  in  the  appropriate 
places. 

1.  In  Lesson  1 of  Section  3,  you  read  the  poem  “The  Orange”  by  Raymond  Souster.  Then,  in 
Section  4:  Lesson  2,  you  learned  how  to  respond  to  a short-answer  question  on  a test. 

Reread  “The  Orange”  from  Section  3.  Answer  the  following  question  in  a paragraph  as  you 
would  if  it  appeared  on  a test. 

In  “The  Orange,”  the  poet  compares  a new  week  to  an  orange.  How  does  the  poet's  use  of 
imagery  help  you  to  understand  his  feelings  toward  the  new  week? 

Here  are  some  suggestions  to  help  you  with  this  assignment: 

• Begin  your  paragraph  with  an  introductoiy  or  topic  sentence  to  inform  your  reader 
about  what  you're  discussing. 

• Refer  to  specific  details  in  the  poem.  Use  quotation  marks  around  quoted  words. 

• End  your  paragraph  with  a concluding  sentence.

• The  composition  has  been  organized  effectively  with  introductory  and  concluding 
sentences. 

• The  writing  has  been  edited  to  eliminate  errors  in  spelling,  grammar,  sentence 
structure,  capitalization,  and  punctuation.
